Saltus  has  distinguished  itself  with  another  year  of  achievement  and  happy  activity  at  all  le\  els-ampl\-  illustrated  in  these 
lively  pages.  Students,  staff,  parents  and  alumni  will  remember  many  events:  the  colourful  junior  and  senior  swimming 
competitions  which  showed  school  spirit  at  its  best;  some  excellent  dramatic  productions  ('Ali  Baba'  and  'Bugsy  malone') 
and  equally  outstanding  musical  concerts  at  all  three  schools;  the  large  number  of  students  (61)  graduating  from  the  senior 
year  at  the  cathedral;  and,  of  course,  our  World  War  II  reunion  to  which  we  welcomed  some  50  alumni  of  the  1940s.

Our  son  Ewan  was  born  on  September  27,  1980.  A  lively 
happy  child,  his  preferred  toys  were  his  father's  plumbing 
fittings  and  electrical  parts  and  hosepipes,  preferably  con- 
nected to  a  water  supply!  As  he  grew  older  not  a  single  ap- 
pliance in  the  house  was  safe  from  his  desire  to  find  out  how 
it  worked.  At  his  nursery  school,  Woodmont,  a  lock  had  to  be 
attached  to  the  pump  room  after  Ewan  was  found  'investi- 
gating,' the  pump.

In  April,  Nicole  Chichon,  Chris  Smith  and  Peter  Marett  led  a  party  of  30  French 
students  on  a  trip  to  Montreal  and  Quebec  City.  The  students,  from  52,  3,  and  4 
departed  Bermuda  on  13th  April,  flying  via  Toronto  to  Montreal. 

Students  stayed  three  nights  with  a  French-speaking  host  family  in  Montreal, 
two  nights  in  a  hotel  in  Quebec  City  and  one  night  in  a  hotel  in  downtown  Mon- 
treal. 

The  programme  was  packed.  It  included  visits  to  two  schools  in  the  Montreal 
area.  The  first  school  was  in  an  area  called  L'Assomption.  Bermudians  enjoyed  a 
morning  of  conversation  with  Quebec  teenagers  before  saying  sad  farewells  and 
moving  on  to  a  tour  of  the  City  of  Montreal.

During  their  time  in  Montreal,  the  group  visited  the  1976  Olympic  Park,  the 
Biodome,  the  IMAX  Theatre  and  still  had  time  for  shopping  in  the  Old  Port  area 
and  ice-skating. 

In  Quebec  City,  students  visited  the  Old  Port  Museum,  The  Quebec  Experience 
Chateau  Frontenac  Hotel  and  The  Museum  of  Civilisation.
